Overdone, 
carried to an extreme, abused, over- 
flowing into the excesses of passion, 
they become harmful, destructive, 
maleficent and make for mental ‘un- 
fitness. Thus sympathy is ail to the 
good. but morbid sentimentality is 
sickly and pernicious, thought it roots 
in the side of human nature that 
needs encouragement. 

The second bearing of the discus- 
sion indicates sharply that anger is 
among the emotions to be discourag- 
ed; “e shall have quite cnough of it 
when we have done all we can to keep 
it down. The social methods of dis- 
approval are many, among them that 
of making it bad form. If the vul- 
garity criterion held. you could almost 
judge people's social class by their 
temper, as well as by the language 
they use. There is a social scale of 
grammatical lapses and a social scale 
of lapses in manners. Temper, from 
Billingsgate to parliamentary eti- 
quette, is a lapse in manners. 

The reason this criterion doesn't 
compietely hold is that the personal 
factor is so strong. The temptation 
to anger varies so much that it takes 
pounds of pressure of self-control to 
hold it down in one case, where 
ounces will do it in another. The 
same is true of fear. Hero medals., 
if distributed on psychological prin- 
ciples, wouldn't go to those who per- 
formed the bravest deeds, but to those 
who overcame the strongest impulse 
in order to behave with ordinary pro- 
priety. It’s no credit at all to some 
'men to keep sober; it’s a heroic con- 
quest for others. 

The authority on “anger” is Prof. 
Stratton, who has written a book on 
the subject, though with special ref- 
erence to the religious aspects of it. 
He is more interested in indignation, 
the just wrath that rebels against in- 
justice and that when aroused is a 
foree for human progress. though its 
common enployment, from quarreis to 
wars, is in the enforcement of private 
ends
